Frisco train robbery. Amateurs 
could not have been more unguard- 
ed, in such an enterprise, and press 
agents could have been no more suc- 
cessful in getting publicity, than 
were the case-hardened Missouri 
bandit and his younger pal, and the 
two men who were plotting here 
with them, though they did not fig- 
ure in last night's tragedy. 

Counter-preparations of pdstoffice 
inspectors and railroad. special 
agents were more guarded, but of 
necessity they also attracted atten- 
tion, from the number of men w ho 
took part. Local newspaper work- 
ers Knew that something was likely 
to happen, and for several days past 
a reporter of the Commercial-Ap- 
peal, the morning daily, has been 
carrying expense money, ready for 
an instant summons to the scene of 
the expected robbery. 

Base and Date Changed. 

Before the robbery (ffinally'§ oc- 
curred, Kennedy and Logan moved 
their base of operations to Cape Gi- 
rardeau, Mo., where, the place being 
smaller, their movements are said 
to have attracted even more general 
attention than here. But before 
thetr departure from Memphis, the 
officers and newspaper men watch- 
ing the case believed, at several dif- 
ferent times, that théy knew about 
where and when the robbery was to 
be undertaken. It is believed that 
the date was set three or four times, 
but that something came yp to dis- 
arrange the plans. 

Postoffice Inspectors Wasson, 
North, Busen, Elliot and a number of 
others had been assigned to this case 
nearly’ three weeks ago, when the 
robbers prepared to make Memphis 
their headquarters. They worked 
on the case several days. 


The plots were hatched at two 
downtown hotels, where the bandits 
stayed from Saturday, Oct. 7, until 
the morning of Oct. 17, when they 
departed in a Ford automobile for 
a point in Missouril. Kennedy regis- 
tered at the Peabody Hotel. With 
him was a younger man. They had 
a room on the second floor. Two 
postoffice inspectors, who happened 
to pass through the hotel lobby the 
day after Kennedy arrived, recog- 
nized him. 


The inspectors decided to find out 
what Kennedy was doing so far from 
his old stamping grounds in Mis- 
souri. They caught their first real 
clew from a few words of conver- 
sation audible in the dining room. 
The inspector in charge at St. Louis 
was notified. Later Chief Allender 
of the Frisco special agents was 
informed. And then it began to 
rain postoffice Inspectors and Frisco 
special agents in Memphis. 

A reporter almost nosed into the 
story at the Federal Building, a few 
days later. In his afternoon paper, 
Thursday, Oct. 12, under the head- 
ing, “‘Postal Inspectors in Mysteri- 
ous Meet,”’ was this item: 


“Mystery surrounds a conference 
here Thursday of postoffice inspec- 
tors from all sections of the coun- 
try. Practically every state in the 
Union was represented. The inspec- 
tors declined to talk with newspaper 
men. Local postoffice inspectors are 
out of town. Postal officials claim 
not to know the nature of the con- 
ference. 

“Rumors around the * Federal 
Building were to the effect that the 
conference was to discuss ways of 
combatting violation of the ‘postal 
laws.”

Lieuts. MacReady and Kelty, 
Pass Over Tucson, Ariz., 
on Attempted Flight From 
California to New York.

Expect to Travel 2850 Miles.

The plane wag loaded la® night 
with 736 gallons’ of gasoline, 35 gal- 
lons of lubricating oil and 25 gallons 
of water. It was estimated this 
would be more than enough fuel for 
the trip, which was expected to 
be made in from 25 to 80 hours. 

On Oct. 5 the two aviators took off 
here on the same attempt, and while 
they postponed the transcontinental 
trip because of fogs in the mountains, 
they decided to stay in the air and 
test their craft. This they did, re- 
maining aloft over San Diego contin-

’ Details of the Report. 

The qualification as voters of 128 
persons in the Third Precinct are 
questioned. Of that number 82 res- 
istered from a lodging house at 11A

the Election Board office it was ex- 
plained that “doubtful” means the 
persons were not found at the ad- 
dress, but no one was located who 
could state positively whether or nox 
they resided there.

Report on Fgan Precinct, 


EBtection Board officials declare 
that this precinct, which was the 
headquarters for the Egan gang, 
hag always been a source of trouble 
in elections. The report on the pre- 
cinet shows 18 not living at address- 
es given, 41 not known, 12 regis- 
tered from vacant premises, 24 
doubtful, eight moved and one dead. 

In the fourth precinct three are 
reported as unknown and eight as 
having moved. In the First Precinct 
six ere reported as not living at the 
registration address, 15 as having 
movéd, two as unknown and seven 
as doubtful.

Slain Near Their Auto. 

The waiting officers saw the two 
men come from the railroad track, 
one dragging the mail pouch.

The men advanced and were seep 
in the moonlight to grasp their 
weapons.

lance. In the Postoffice inspection 
service, as in city police work, it is 
sometimes necessary for officers to 
coneeal the sources of their informa- 
tion, or the fact that they have cer- 
tain information. According to) 
Reuter’s official statement, Ken- | 
nedy had been watched, apd the | 
trains on the Memphis division had. 
heen especially guarded, for several 
days past, because of general s8ub- 
picion caused by Kennedy's actions. 


Reuter credited Inspector Roy 
North with having obtained the first 
information which caused Kennedy 
to be watched. North, mow than 
two weeks ago, ‘“‘ran into’ Kennedy 
near Memphis, Reuter said. He 
learned that Kennedy was making 
frequent short trips on the Frisco, 
from Memphis to points in Northern 
Arkansas, and was getting off the 
train and looking about the towns, 
as if he were planning a train rob- 
bery and a subsequent easy “get- 
away.” He was unable to learn that 
Kennedy had any legitimate reason 
for these trips, and he notified Reu- 
ter of his suspicions. | 

Trains From St. Louis Guarded. 

It was decided that the train to 
watch was the night train from St. 
louis to Memphis, which frequently 
carried considerable amounts of 
money from the Federal Reserve 
Bank, sent South to move the cotton 
crop. 

Kennedy Left Memphis. 


Several postoffice inspectors ‘were | 
sent to Memphis, and a newspaper 
there, learning of their presence, 
printed a news item calling atten- 
tion to the fact, and containing spec- 
ulation as to what so many inspec- 
tors might be doing in Memphis. 
After this item appeared, Kennedy 
left Memphis. 

The postoffice inspewtors and rail- 
road special agents, with the help 
of photographs of Kennedy, made an | 
inquiry at several points along the 
Frisco line, and they learned, Reuter 
said, that Kennedy was In Southeast 
Missouri, chiefly at Cape Girardeau 
and Ste. Genevieve, and smaller 
towns near those places, and along 
the Frisco line. He had been in and 
out of Wittenberg several times in 
the last few days. 

The inspectors learned yesterday 
that Kennedy and Logan had gone 
from Cape Girardeau to the netgh- 
borhood of Seventy-six, tn a Ford 
roadster. They. waited for the 
men near Wittenberg and there 
was no spectal guard onthe 
train, though on some previous 
nights the train had carried a guard. 

The inspectors said they had no 
means of estimating the amount of 
money In the lettere which the rob- 
bers took, and which were recovered 
after their death.

John F. (Jack), Kerfmedy, alias 
“the quail hunter,’’ was 52 years old. 
Like Jesse James, whose exploits he 


sought to equal, he was a product of

Kennedy was given his alias, ‘““The 
Quail Hunter,’ following his arrest 
in Kansas City one winter morning 
in 1897. There had been a sleet 
storm the night before, and shortly 
before daybreak a patrolman on the 
horse slip and rider 
fall to the pavement. It was Ken- 
nedy. He was arrested, then being 
sought for a series of crimes, and he 
carried a large pistol, a shotgun 
loaded with buckshot, a mask and 
a lantern with a red globe. It was 
presumed that he was on his way 
to rob a train when hismhorse fell, 
but he denied this, assertihg that he 


'had started on a quail hunt. 


Kennedy for many vears defied 
the law and outwitted the shrewdest 
detectives to trap him. He organ- 
ized one gang after another * and 
committed one robbery after an- 
other. Men who followed him were 
arrested and convicted in many cases 
in which they said Kennedy was 
their Jeader, but Kennedy somehow 
escaped capture in most cases. 

He served the sentence imposed 
at Hartville, entering the Missouri 
penitentiaary in 1900 and being re- 
leased in 1912, under the _three- 
fourths time regulation for good 
conduct. 

Arrested in St. Louis in 1912. 

On Oct. 12, 1912, he was picked 
up by St. Louis detectives at Eigh- 
teenth and Olive streets, but ex- 
plained that he had just got out of 
the penitentiary, and was released. 
A year jJater he was arrested tn Tony 
Foley's saloon, then at Twenty-third 
and Olive streets, in an investigation 
of a gang killing, and was released. 
The last heard of him in St. Douis 
was about 1914, when he was found 
loitering near picture show's on Mar- 
ket street. He told the police he 
was seeking to interest a promoter 
to film his adventures. 

The Cracker Neck district, near 
Independence, Mo., and about 15 
miles northeast of Kansas City. It 
was here Kennedy was born and 
reared. The district is hilly and 
wooded and was a favorite hiding 
place of the James and Younger 
boys. 4 

When still in his ‘teens Kennedy 
went to Texas and became a railroad 
brakeman, then a fireman and later 
an engineer on the Southern Pacific. 
He was discharged from the /rail- 
road service at Beaumont, Tex., on 
suspicion of having held up and 
robbed some employes there one pay 
day. mr

Detectives at Keyhole. 
On Wednesday night of tast week 
came a duatk conference, in separate 
rooms, of course, on the second floor 
of the Peabody.

‘Jacob Astor that he was tran usferring | 
his wealth from America to Eng- 
land. The realty and personal hold- | 
ings of the late Baron (William | 
Waldorf) Astor in the Un ited States | 
‘totalled more than $80,000, 000, ac- 
cording to a referee's report filed 
last March in Supreme Court. 

Of this vast fortune, in which 
'Major Astor participated with Vis- 
/eount Astor, his elder brother, $50,- 
000,000 is represented in realty. The 
property is conveyed to the two sons 
in trust in 1919, and the income 
from that source is placed at $9,- 
291,260. In addition, Major Astor 
was given outright by his father 
‘Manhattan realty valued at mord 
than $7,000,000. 

Several pieces of New York prop- 
erty have been sold by Major Astor 
in the past few years, but it is con- 
sidered unlikély he will dispose of 
all real estate in this country, but 
rather will transfer- his income or 
personal property to England.
